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VACCINATION AGE 1AMIT 
CHANGES 

Don't forget that the official age 
for calfhood vaccinations, under 
the Canada Brucellosis program, is 
now 4 to 9 months instead of 4 to 
11 months. Calves vaccinated after 
9 months of age will not be con¬ 
sidered vaccinated when blood test 
results are interpreted. 

Dr. W. P. Brisbane, Supervisor 
of Brucellosis Control with the Al¬ 
berta Veterinary Services Branch, 
reports that the lowering of the 
upper vaccination age was adopted 
after a joint meeting of Federal 
and Provincial governments and 
will meet the United States import 
regulations. 

Dr. Brisbane does not think that 
the new age limit will pose a 
serious problem for cattlemen be¬ 
cause the majority of spring calves 
should be vaccinated by the end of 
December which will be under the 
upper age limit of 270 days. In 
some areas, however, more em¬ 
phasis will have to be put on 
spring vaccination programs to see 
that all heifers are vaccinated 
within the proper age range. 

Alberta cattlemen are to be com¬ 
mended, says Dr. Brisbane, for 
their co-operation and efforts to¬ 
wards control and eradication of 
brucellosis in this province. Even 
with blood testing and vaccination, 
it remains the responsibility of in¬ 
dividual cattle owners to guard 
against brucellosis gaining a foot¬ 
hold in their herds. 

Dr. Brisbane reports that the 
Brucellosis Restricted Area Plan 
with its compulsory vaccination of 
all heifer calves has played an im¬ 
portant role in reducing the in¬ 
cidence of brucellosis in Alberta.

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Centennial Project 


Now officially designated as Vulcan’s centennial 
project, the Recreation Centre can become a reality 
if sufficient support and interest is shown by the 
town ratepayers through approval of By-law 479, 
which authorizes the town to borrow $37,000 for 
construction of the 250 x 125 ft. cinder block building. 

Beams, trusses, doors, lumber, etc., artificial ice 
plant and other recoverable parts of the former 
Meadowlark curling rink at Calgary have already 
been purchased by the Recreation Society at a cost 
of almost $30,000. New cost of these items, all of 
which can be used in the projected recreation centre 
here, would be two or three times the amount paid. 

The value of such a recreation centre to the Vul¬ 
can community should be apparent even to those die- 
hards who think that what was good enough 
recreation-wise 40 or 50 years ago is good enough 
today. 

The need for such a centre, which will include 
banquet and meeting facilities, has been a topic of 
conversation for years. A “natural” for a centennial 
project, the recreation centre can receive a substan¬ 
tial boost through the additional financial help now 
available by means of the centennial grants which, 
through the town and the county, will total about 
$ 11 , 000 . 

Other towns in Alberta are designating recrea¬ 
tion-civic centres as their centennial projects, recog¬ 
nizing the need for such centres in this day of vastly 
increased leisure time. 

Claresholm is planning a $100,000 centre, using 
its centennial grants with the balance entirely 
financed by the town. Claresholm visualizes facilities 
to seat 500 people at a banquet or 1,000 at a meeting; 
basketball, volleyball and badminton courts; and a 
full basement for washrooms, Scout hall, etc. 

St. Paul, with a population of 3,000 has already 
completed its main centennial project — a $200,000 
recreation centre. St. Paul residents raised $100,000 
through public subscription and then voted to borrow 
an additional $100,000 from the bank, to be paid 
by an additional levy of $1.00 a month on the water 
bills of about 800 householders and businesses. The 
plebiscite was approved by a large majority and now 
this livewire town is proceeding with no less than 
25 other, smaller centennial projects. 

St. Paul’s centennial director says: “Centennial 
is like a spring housecleaning, when you get all those 
things done you should have done a long time ago. 
Take the recreation centre. We’ve needed that for a 
long time. We’ve needed an art club, better relations 
with the farmers, and a feeling both here and outside 
that the town is alive. I think we’ve got that now.’’ 

Vulcan is no different from other towns such as 
Claresholm and St. Paul. We have an opportunity 
now to go ahead with a major centennial project. 
This particular opportunity won’t come again. Bicker¬ 
ing and minor objections seem to be part of any 
project, but let’s forget these and take a broader 
viewpoint. Vulcan needs a recreation centre. Let’s 
approve the by-law and get the job done now.

ASKS THAT 

Before You Vote 

(WEDNESDAY, OCT. 13, ON BYLAW 479) 

CONSIDER THE FACTS 


As is well known to Vulcan ratepayers the Vuloan Dis¬ 
trict Keereution Society has a CcntenniuJ project umler way 
which will see this area with a building which will lie the 
start of a recreation complex. The Town of Vulcan has 
authorized a loan of $37,000 towards completion of a certain 
portion of this complex. This sum must he voted on during 
civic elections Oct. 13. Pertinent facts concerning the society’s 
proposal appear below: 

APPROX. COST OF PROPOSED BUILDING— 

—Foundation, $6,800. 

—Blocks include laying, $12,700 (consists of 17,000 blocks). 

—Roof, $4,400. 

—Rebuild ground floor, $14,000. 

—Volunteer labor would reduce this cost considerably. 

FINANCING— 

—Estimated cost of Phase 1, $40,000 includes (NOTE) shell 
of entire building, including arena area which can be used 
with natural ice for the present. 

—Completion of front portion of building, consisting of three 
_ levels, each 50 ’ x 120\__ _ _ 

—In order to qualify for the Centennial grunt the Town 
must guarantee funds for the reasonable completion of a 
portion of the building, thus By-law 479 re the borrowing 
of $37,000. 

—This loan will be reduced by the Centennial grant. Town 
of Vulcan, approximately $4500 and County of Vulcan, 
approximately $6,100. 

—This loan will be further reduced by Winter Works assist¬ 
ance, whereby the Federal and Provincial governments pay 
75% of eligible labor which could amount to $1500 on (he 
total project. 

—Contributions which saw the 'Meadowlark Park eurling 
rink dismantled and shipped to Vulean (to June 30, 1965), 
Public Donations $13,892.40; Organizations $5,523.60, anil 
Raffles $1,005.00. 

OPERATION— 

—Operated and supervised by adequate committee, elected 
or appointed. 

—It is hoped eventually to acquire a recreation director, with 
a provincial grant of $1500 yearly available towards 
salary. 

—Revenue to help cover operating expenses will be derived 
from admission charges and rental of facilities. 

—The (own is at present spending $1500 to $2000 yearly on 
present arena. If deficit is found in proposed complex this 
would be met be setting mill rate in the town and sur¬ 
rounding recreation urea. One mill would average $5.00 
per ratepayer per year. 

—Funds derived from the recreullon area would be ad¬ 
ministered by a committee appointed by council, and such 
funds allocated to qualified recreation organization.
